width haa been formed, the flioty- 
llke substance of the agatlxed wood 
having resisted the erosion of tbs 
water-flow. Fully fifty fest of tbs 
tres rests on one side and can be 
traced but how far Its other eod lie* 
burled In the sandstone rauoot be de¬ 
termined without blasting away the 
rock. Tbs trunk visible above lbs 
eanyoo varies In site from four feet 
to three fast la diameter Where tbs 
bark has been brokeo and torn away 
the characteristic colors of Jeaper 
and agate are seen To the naked 
eye the wood la beautiful.
